‘The annexed extraet ftom the Adminis- 

tration Report for the Half-year ending December 

1863 explains the state of this question at the

3, On the abandonment of the Cossipore 
scheme it bocame necessary to analyze with 
extreme care the Water of the river taken from 
| various localities as far ax Chinaurals, with view 
| to determine tne nearest poiat to Valeutta whenee 
a supply of wholesome water could be obtained. 

4, The Chemical Examiner, to whom the 
water wis submittgd for examination, expresyed 
his opinion that, “I adhere to the opinion J 
“ expressed 4n a former Report, that with prope! 
“management the river at Pultah will yie 
“fairly” good Water-supply, and I believe the’ 
«apply soight, by the use of Spencer's Bilter, be 
cade almost rmexcepticoable.” 2 

5. Consequently, it was determined by &ho 
‘Chiirman. in consultation with.the Water-supply 
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Committee, to calfda the Engineor to furnish a 
szheine for the supply of water to the,Town from 
Pultah a thecource of supply. 

@ ‘Thig involved the taking of further and 
more acqnrate level of the Barrackporo road as 
far as PaltSt, and-in fy+t the entire re-modelling 
of the former scheifie, 

7. The Enzinecr’s Report will, it is expected, 
he completed during thé course of the present 
month, and the Chairmanghopes to submit it to 
the Justices bere the clos of the year. 

8. ‘The Sanitary Corgnfssion, in their Minute, 
Jiscuss three methods of sigplying Caleutta with 
water, viz. :— 

let—® From the Damoodalt.”” 

2nd—® By a Canal from the Ganges for navi- 
gation and irrigation.” 

3rd.—« By go of artificial reservoirs sup- 
plied from cafefully kept gathering grounds, 
that iB from the Maidan for the extreme southern 
portion of the Town, and from artificially prepared 
gathering fields to the north-east of Cglcutta 
"for the northern portion.” 

9 Having dismissed these schemes as imprao- 
ticable, they fall back upon Pultah as the only 
available source of supply, accepting it seemingly 
with reluctance arising froma eoncurreney, lo @ 
certain degreo, in the opinion expressed by the 
Inspector of Schools, Central Division, Lower 
Provinces, to the effect, that it is false to suppose 
that Calcutta “ stands on a river_fed by springs 
“thatrise among the hills” and that’ probably 
“nof a drop of mountain water reaches Caleutta 
« from Decomb8rgto June.” 

10, Although believing that the reservoir 
“from the Hooghly at Pultah is probably & 
“large, and the quantity of water that percolates

rence,) there is atifl a considerble current of fresh 
water passing down to Caleutta which oozes 
from the porous banks of these tribvtaries, and 
which yields a fresh water discharge cf «bout 
20,000" cubic fe per second, that is 1,080 
millions of gallons for each day of 24 hours, 
In other words, the discharge for one minuce and 
forty seconds would suffice for the daily supply of 
the twelve millions of gallons which i* is pro- 
posed to pour into Calentta, ‘ 

16, But it may be remarked that a’ beneficial 
effeot is exercised on fhe quality of the water at 
and above Caltutta “by the various aflluents of 
the Mooghly—the Damoouuh, the Roopnarain, the 
Huldee, &e.—from which there is a con iderable 
discharge of fresh water into the river belyw 
Caloutta, 

17. From the data above given it i9 clear 
that the effect of the withdrawal of the proposed 
supply from the Hooghly at Paltah will be alto- 
gether inappreciable, 

18, ‘The cost of the ‘large area of land ree 
quired for filtering beds in the neighbourhood of 
Caleutta, as compared with the cost of the same 
area near Pultah, would f° far towards meeting, 
if it would not. completely cover, the additional 
expense of a covered over an oper orduit, and 
the superiority of the former as regards the 
purity and temperatire of tie water supplied 
cannot be doubted.

62. In the conclusion of that Report’ the res- 
pective merits of the two sources of supply at 
Cossipore and Pultah are thns summed up:— 

“The Thames water at Battersea, whence the 
Lambeth Company in 1849, and the Vaushall 
Southwork Company in 1840 and 1854, derived 
their supply, contains ander four graine pergallon 
of orgunie snatter, This is the smallest quantity 
1 foand in the Cossipore water curing the months 
of April, May, and June, while, as the table shews, 
the mount may rise to twelve grains per gallon, 

“ By subsidence and filtration the mechanical 
impurity may be separated and the Cossipore 
water rendered bright, clear, and palatable but by 
no filtration can the dissolved organic impurity 
be separated ; and it is thie, not the suspended im- 
purity, that contains the danger, for it is the food 
of Cholera; and it is this that: the Cossipore 
scheme proposes to eupply to Ca‘cutta in such 
abundance during the Cholera months. 

“CR may be that when the greater portion of 
the Calentta sewage is carried uway to the Salt 
Luke the river water may be less polluted than 
now ; but so long as Calcutta is a great port, and. 
the habits and customs of its vast native popula~ 
tion are as at present, so long will a large amouut 
of putrescible matter find its Way into the stream, 
and, earried by the tide to a point so low in the 
river at Cossipore, render the water there totally 
unfit for human consumption. 

“Though I cannot look upon the river water 
at Barrackpore as unexceptionable, yet I believe 
that, with proper precautions as to the'time of 
drawing it, (specially after the Calcutta sewage 
has been in great port diverted from the river,) 
it wonld afford a fairly wholesome supply for 
Calcutta not equal indecd to that which might

2. It seems to the Lizatenant-Governor to be 
entirely’ in accordance with the expressed wishes 
of the Government of Inia, and alcogether unob- 
jectiqnable, tual Collectors should give silver in 
exchange for Noto to the full extent of available 
cash in. their Tressrries, due ad rertence being had 
to probable prospective disbursements and receipts, 
and that they shculd also give Notes in exchange | 
for silver to the full extent to which Notes may |, 
have been paid into their hands either in liquida- 
tion of Government demauds or in exchange for 
silver. To this extent it does not appear necessary 
that there should be any limit to « Collectoy’s dis- 
cretion except that above alluded to, namely, that 
he should keep a shfficient quantity of specie in 
hand to meet probable specie dishursementa, 





3. Of course Notes must be received when 
tendered in payment of all demands of Guve?n- 
ment of every description, and they should be 
paid frecly to all persons who, having to receive 
money from the Treasury, make no objection 
to take it in Notes, As a rule, every one who 
comes to receive money from a Local Treasury 
should be asked how he would like to be paid, in 
silver, in Notes, or partly in one end partly in the 
other, and in what proportion, and if wholly or 
partly in Notes, the number anl denomination of 
the Notes required, But no one must be obliged 
or pressed to tuke Notes against his free conseut. 


4, ‘There does not seem to be any possible 
reason why Collectors should not be allowed vo 
give, either iu payment of demands on the Treasury 
for silver, Notes to the full amount

or in exehan, 
they have received from the public, 
aside the Notes which have already been remitted 
from Caleutta to supply the circulation, an which 
are now for the most part alxorbed, it is quite 
obvious thut if Collcstore issue no greater amount 
of Notes thau they receive from the public, it can 
only assixt the local circulation and cannot eubserve 
the purposes of remitter-to any perceptible, much 
less to any objectionable, degree. 





5. The Lieatenant-Governor quite admits thut 
it would be inexpedient to send Notes to any 
large amount from Caloutta to a Local Treasury 
merely that they may be issued there in exchange 


for silver and retugned immediately to Caleu'ta ; 
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pt he does not condider it right that the conve. 
nience of tke public should in any ways be made 
to yield to an fndne regard for the interests and 
profits off dtalers in money and exchange, and he 
1° of opinio€! therefore, hat, while Collectors may 
Xe required to remit to Calcutta Notes of large 
mount whieh have been paid into the Local 
Treasury buf which they gannot dispose of, they 
may be supplied f-vely on ingent with Notes of the 
lower values to any reasdneble extent to whieh it 
aay scem likely that thera if @legitimate demand 
for them, gnd may be authorized to give them not 
only in payment of demands on Government but 
in exchange for silver, If they are used for remit- 
tance to a limited extent, it will be quite within 
the legitimate scopo of a Paper Currency and in 
accordance with the instractions of the Govern- 
smont, of India, and any abuse of the facility will 
speedily be discovered. 








6. The Lientenant-Governor docs not agree with 
you in thinking that the local issue of small Notes 
in exchange for silver fails to promote the circu 
lution of such Notes, Occasions frequently arise 
on which Notes are required fur a journoy, for 
remittuace to a, factory, mart, or plantation in the 
invercor‘ur for ay similar purpose, and when they 
are either not procuraMe in the Bazar or to be 
had only at a premium; and though no doubi, 
things will eventually find their level through 
the opoyation of the ordinary law of supply and 
demand, yet incl Notes, like coin, are a monopoly 
in the hands: of the Government, and it is no less 
the interost than the duty of the Government 
to furnish a sufficient supply of the circulating 
medium in all parts of the country, while the 
hindrances to a freo and ready dissemination of 
small Notes from a remote Central Office of issue 
are in this part of India considerable, there can 
be, no doubt ns to either the expediency or pro- 
pricty, ut any rate until the legitimate demand 
for Paper Currency is everywhere fully supplied, 
of assisting the operations of the Central Ofico by 
1a moderate and judicious issuo of euch Notes from 
Local Treasuries, and it soums certain that a large 
proportion of Notes thus issued will remain in 
circulation. 


7. I am directed, theretore, to say that the 
Lieutenant-Goveruor approves of your intention to 
supply Collectors from time to time on indent 
with Notes of 10 and 20 Rupees’ value, but 
dévires that they may be issue. both in payment 
‘of demands on the local ‘Treasuries and also in 
exchange for coin, not only to Bankers but to all 
others who may require them.

Asgax.—The working'of the Paper Curreney is 
est ascertained by. comparing -the local receipts 
and issues and the gmount, if ascertnivable, in ac- 
five circulation. Viewed in this light the oper- 
ations in Assam have been decidedly successful, 
for the reseipts "have been Rupees $,24,245, and 
tho igsucs Rupees 2,21,715. Money being so 
much gequired in Assam we may, I think, safely 
infec that the greater part of the issues are in ac- 
five circulation and have not been sent as remit~ 
tances to Calcutta, It is evident from the Return 
that a much larger amount of Notes was sent to 
Assam than was needed, It remains to be seen 
what offea! tla: orders of the Government of India, 
datéd Sdth June 1364, No, 1114,-may have upon 
the Note cirealation. 

Dadweertxc.—The local receipts appear to have 
been Rupees 91,870, and sho issues Bupves 60,590 ; 
these proportions are very fuir if the whole 
amount of issaes is in uctive cireulation ; bug, 
judging from the remaris of the Superintendent, 
some part of it has buen remitted to Caleutta or 
withdrawn fromlocal ei-culation. From tho Srd

Punwean.—The local receipts of this District 
wero Rupees 2,61,030, and te issucs Rupees 
1,81,410; these figurs are highly satisfactory if 
the Notes are inactive cireulation and have not 
been used as romittanees, but the Commissioner 
is silent on this point, ‘The Collector complains 
that Notes aggregating Rupees 99,000 were taken 
from his Treasury and sent'to Caleutta. This is 
quite true; but im April when these Notes were 
re-cashtd the money was most urgently required 
at the General Treasnry, Calcutta; every availabie 
Rupee was remitted frum all Districts, At this 
time the Collector had 127 Notes of Rupees 1,000 
each in stock, and of this number forty-one Notes 
were left with him and the remainder sent to the 
Presidency. Besides these he had a good stock of 
smaller Notes. It may, I think, be concluded 
that the Notes of large value are chiefly required 
for remittances, and it is not the.wish of Gavern- 
meut that they should be gupplid for this purpose. 

Buavauteons.—The local receipts were Rupees 
00,190, and the issues Rupees 1,35,210, a sutis- 
fuotory state of things if the lurger Notes huve 
not been obtained for remittinces.

From this it would appear that while eighty-seven 
lakhs of paper have been sent into the Mofussit 
and paid into Locul ‘Treasuries through the 
ayéncy of the public, only seven lakhs have been 
issued flirect to the Local Treasuries from the 
Bank, and that’ while seventy-four lakbs have 
been issued, from the Leal “Treasuries to tho 
public thirty-four lakhs (including of course part 
of a balanee retaining on hand from the previous 
year) have beén remitted on account of Govern- 
ment to the Bank in Caleutta. 

3. It is clear, therefore, that if the Paper Cur- 
roney is used for purposes of remittance by the 
publie, as no doubt it is and,must be to a oonsi- 
derable extent, the balance of remittance is from 
Caleutta to the Mofussil, not from the Mofussil 
to Caleutta ; while on the other hand the Curren- 
cy las enabled the Government to receive in 
Caleuttu a remittanco of thirty-four lakhs in 
Notes, which otherwise must have been brought 
down in specie or cleared from the Local Trea 
suries by means of Bills, 

4. ‘The above figures take no account what- 
ever of Notes sent into Mofussil cireulation from 
the centre of issue, which have not passed through 
the Local Treasuries at all. «The amount of these 
‘Notes caunot even be conjecturéd ; but, consid 
that seventy-four lalla of Rupees have been 
to the public from Local Treasuries, it is probably 
safe to conclude that “he Mofuseil ciroulation 
of Currency Notes in these Provinoes is not less 
tkan a crore of Rupees. * 

5, Of Notes of the higher denominations it 
may be observed that, while 3,898 Notes of 1,000 
Rupees value have been paid into Local Tressu-

6. ‘The oaly reason why it ia objectionable that 
Notes should be used Cor remittance is lest “the 
Government should be obliged to in.ur expensg 
in “laying down where it would. «ot 
otherwise be requited, and lest specie should aceu- 
mulate in ‘Local Treasuries in excess of local 
wants." ‘Thus, if Notes were :ssuod without,-stint 
in exchange for silver, at domé’ Treasuries there 
would be an inconvenient accumulation ef cash, 
and at other ‘Treasuries if eash were given froely 
in exchange for Notes, the Treasury would be qx- 
hausted and must be replenis!.ed by a spécie re 
mittance, But it is a sufficient precaution against

Thave really “paid s¢ lite attention to the 
cultivation in the District that I de uot feel 
myself able to offer information of any value, but 
‘as regards oat cultivation I ean speak with more 
confiderlee, Indiyro is generally supposed to take 
too much out of the ground for oats; but 1 believe 
that any eropfas a rotation is more advantageous 
than allowing Ind to remain fallow, wo Lecome, 
as it unquestiopably does, a field of weeds and 
jungle most difficult and expensive to clear. 

Tn years past. wk have been steadly growing 
oats in the land attached to this Depdt until it 
almost refuses to yield oats, and were it not, for 
the very heavy manuring it receives and sprink- 
ling of water from the wells, 1 would not reckon 
or five maund oats and straw per beegah, Lust 
year I left a few beeguhs fallow, hoping it might 
do good ; but, judging from present appearance of 
the land, 1 suspect the oats will be choaked before 
it ia six inches high.‘ Nothing but a change of 
crop will do any good, and, until we can secure 
sufficient land to admit of our giving a change, 
our outtarn will continue poor.

Extract of a latter addressed by a friend to Mason J K. 
Covrne, Superintendent of Studs, Suarunpore. 


T nave detained the accompanying much longer 
than I intended to have done. 

In reply to Mr. Blechynden’s letter I should 
say that the practice of fallowing land as it is un- 
derstood in England is very seldom curried out in 
the North-Western Provinces, and, if at all, only 
‘on the most limited scale. 





Ifa Zomindar is asked why, he will mos pr 
bably tell you that he caw’t afford it; that as his 
holding is assessed whether it is aown or mut he 
thinks it as well to make it yield something, however 
poor the return; he is aware that the land will 
recover itself rapilly by leaving it fallow, that 
such a process is equal to a gocd manuring, &e., 
but, Native like, he prefers the presnt to the 
future. 








‘The Jauts are notoriously the "best cultivators 
in the North-West, and they inerease the yield of 
their crops by manuring both before and after the 
corn bas been sown, and by abundant watering 
(six waterings generally to a crop.) Iam talking 
of the rxééee.” A favorite way of manuring with 
them is when wheat, for example, has sprung to the 
height of four or five inches, to collect all the dry 
scrapings of roude, ditto outsides of rotten mud 
walls and honses, &¢., which is valled “ kharree,” 
and taking this out into the fields in baskets seater 
it in handsful over the crop. This I bavo parti- 
eularly observed in the Allyghur Districts. 











Sometimes a green rain erop, auch as “oorud,” 
is ploughed down ag a manuring, in the dame way 
as rape is sometimes done in England.

Rice ig not much sown in the Doab, wt lerst i 
have not noticed it, and I am not acquainted with 
the mode of cultivating it in the North-West. In 
the: Dhoon the rice land or khadir lands -are kent 
entirely for that crop ; thy are poor and coid aud 
would yield nothing elae.

No, 0, dnted the 14th January 1885.) 

I mava tho honpr to reporb that, in aceordanco 
with fae instructions verbally given me by His 
Honor the Licutonant-Gov$enor on Monday, the 
2nd instant, ted down th€ river on Saturday 
last, the 7th instant, with Drs. Bow and Switzer 
anda staffof thirteon Natives, of whom three 
held Diplomas from the Medical College, eight 
were Compounders, and two were men without any 
medical knowledge, whom I brought to assist in 
the distribution of simple medicines in caso they 
should be required. ‘The Medical Department had 
found it impossible to secure, at an earlier date, the 
arvices of sullicient Doctors for our purpose. 

2, We first visited this place (Tumlook) when 
I met the Commissioner of the Burdwan Div 
and the Superintending Engineer. These gontlo- 
men had just completed a short tour throngh the 
northern part of the Doroo, Mysadul, and Tamlook 
Pergunnahs, and they inforraed me that in the parts 
they had visited cholem had almost disappoared. 
I learned, however, from the Agent of the Mysa- 
dul Rajah und from the Deputy Magistrate of the 
Soke Jvigion thi there was still much sickness 
in the south and ‘west of the Sub-Division, and 
also at its northern extremity. Two passed 
Native Doctors had been sent down and posted at 
Kookrabateo und Baliaghatta about three weeks 
efore. These two and four more men wero left 
by me at Tumlook under the orders of Dr. Bow, 
who took medical Charge of the country lying to 
the north of the Huldee River, He himself went 
on with me to Balliaghatta, where he landed and 
commenced a cReuit of inspection, having pre. 
viously sent hi four new Doctors, one to Sham- 
poro on the Huldeegone to Shoadighee north of 
Tumlook, and two to Mysadul. 

3. I then proceeded to Diamond Harbour with 
Dr. Switzer and the rest of our Native stall. 
Here I found that the cholera had abated so much 
that it would only bo necessary to land one Native 
Déctor to be stationed at Sultanpore, One Doc- 
tor had reached Diamond Harbour about three 
weeka before, and had Leen stationed at Sursia. 
I directed him to be sent on to Devipore, havin 
gathered, from the accounts given me by the De- 

uty Magistrate and Mr. #rench, Assistant Supe>- 

intendent, of Police, that his services could be 
better employed at that place. Thoro was evi- 
dently no occasion for Dr, Switzer to remain at 
Diamond Harbour, and these twq men were there- 
fore left to send in their Roports and Returns to 
the Deputy Magistrate to be forwarded to myself 
direct, 

4. We next proceeded to Kedgeree. There 
also sickness had abated, but not to so great an 
exteat as on the other side. @Qhe Post-Master, 
ae Miller, was able to undertake the distribution 
‘of medicines hore, and had a sufficient storo in 
hand for immediate use. I deputed ‘one of the 
‘Natives with medicines to Cowcolly ; and one tas

8. We then went on to Hidgeles, and here we 
found medical nid jn urgent request. The cholera 
was raging with more or less violence over the 
whole couptay between the Rusaoolpore River and 
the Sea, and to,the wertward more than halfway 
to the Midnapore and Jellusore Road. ¢ It had also 
brolfen out violently at seme places north ofethe 
Russulpore River. A staff of six Natives remain. 
ed with Dr, Switzer after the deputation of the 
two seit to Nundeegram gad Coweolly.ve We 
agreed to loeate five out of these six at Hurriah, 
Argowal, Tajpore, (these three places lie to the 
north, north-west, and west, respectively, of Con- 
tai,) Ramnugger, and Dowlutpore, (these typ 
places are south-west and cast, respectively, of 
Contai and near the sea-ghore.) ‘The sixth, (one 
of those who was witheut medical knowledge) 
remained with Dr. Switzer to act under his im- 
mediate orders. ‘The places I had mentioned were

6. {forward a Report which’ I fave jest re- 
ceived from Dr. Bow, and \.hich shews that, a 
far as he ean yet judgo, ‘three of the Native 
under his ordés etn be sparcd for service else 
where. Under these cireumstances he has ew 
gaged, at my request, to proceed at once to the 
southern bank of the Huldes, and if he finds, any 
corroboration of fie reports I have received o 
the sickness therc, to locate two men at Nurgha’ 
and Ooterbar, As a rnmour has just reaghed a1 
of great sickness in the Howrah District north 0 
the Roopnarain, Iam unwilling to bave ang 
greater chanze made in the distribution of hi 
staff until Tecan make fresh enquiries, and alx 
ascertain how many fresh Doctors I can secure. 

7. The following is a short summary of th 
course of the epidemic up to date :—I first hear 
of its appearance ‘ut Fort Mornington atstParool- 
para, on the nora bane of the @oopnarain ; in the 
middle of November ouly a few vases had or- 
curred, and “t had produevd no panic. A week 
after it had spread southward to Doroo and*Mysa- 
dul. I found i* becoming 0 serious om the’ o0- 
asion of my third rolief expedition in the end of 
vember that on my return I reported it to the 
eretary to the Relief Committee, and suggested 
application to Governiaent for special inedical 
aid. fe applied for it, but befofe men conld be 
found tie epidemic had broken out with great 
vivlence in the Diamond Uarbo&w§up-Division, 
and had spread down from Doroo oomghur 
an Brinch, and fallen with gr at severity on the 
neighbourhood of Kedgores. . 

8. Medicines were meanwhile dispatched to 
Diamond Harbour, Kooktahatee, and Kedgeree. 
At the last-named place [ have just had the satis- 
faction of learning that they arrived in time:to 
save a number of lives.

10. The cholera broke out in Hidgelee about 
the middle of, Decembce. It firat appeared about 
Dowlatpore arid has since spread in all directions. 
At Contai itself much good has been done by the 
two Doctors attadhed to the Sait and Public 
‘Works Departmants” respectively, and the Officers 
of thelatter Department have distributed medi- 
cines with good effect, 
eo IL. 1 trust thata decided check will. now be 
Dut td the ravages wf the epidemic in Hidgelee. I 
iear that it must be admitted that throughout the 
rest, of the affected tract. effectuat medical aid has 
been afforded too late. This is the more to be re- 
gruited, asit scems certain that the disease, thourh 
speedily fatal i< left to “taelf, yields easily to pro- 
per treatment. In Hidgelve I was informed that 
whore medicines had been administered a large 
majority of the patients had recovered. The 
Retuths, azain, of the Sarsia Doctur shew that 
between gre 23rd and 20th December he treated 
126 caass of cholera, and that of there only thirty- 
three terminated fatally. In the next weels the 
number ot canes fell to twenty-six, and of these 
all reoovfred, exceps four, In the subsequent 
five day® (January 6th to 1Uth) only ten tresh 
cases occurred, of which one had been eured, and 
‘he other nine are under treatment. At the 
Diamond Harbour Station itself the proportion of 
death in the month of December was larger.

3. On 12th I game here vid Mnslundpore, 
Koomarra, Kulleanp’re, Chuck*Seetulpore?Chuck 
Goomai, Koonchee Erkha, and Narsiupore; tho 
same state; had ben great’ sickness; now com- 
paratively healtay. I saw two cases of cholera, 
one at Kooma the other at Goiauda Chuck. 
‘To-day 1 walked to Shoadighee; did not see a 
single case ; every day F have frequently been told 
that some neighbouring village waa effected, but 
on proceeding there I generally found the thforma- 
tion incorrect. The above is what has come under 
iny personal observation. 

4. I shall now give the reports T have received 
from the Native Doctors station- 
ed in the Distriets I have passed 
through. Tareenee Churn Goops 
to, who has been at. Dayboge nearly a month, 
told me he bad treated between filty and sixty 
eases of cholera and not more than twenty-five 
deaths ; few or no eases now. Ummer Khan, who 
has been at Kookrahates upwards of a fortnight, 
states he has treated sixtecn eases; eured fifteen ; 
no cholera at: present. da Persaud Mookerjea, 
at Rungeebussan, eays that during the 9th,’ 0h, 
or 11th he treated nine cases of cholera ; one death, 
Kadarnath Banerjee, at the same place, in the 
same time, has treated sevent two deaths. 
‘Woomes Chunder Bysack, at Shoadighes, from the 
9th to 12th, ten cases deaths, 

5. As there was evidently 1.9 use for two men 
at Rungecbussan 1 vrought on 
with me Sorada Persaud’ Moo- 
kerjea and Jel him at Chuck 
Scetulpore, as it was reported thre were several 
eases In the neighbourhood. While I was at 
Kookrahatee a man came in great haste to roport 
that cholera was raging in his village, Busuliaooler, 
eight miles west by south from Kookrahatee, I 
sent Ummer Khan off immediately with the man, 
Hearing to-day from a Chowkeedar I met on the 
road that there was great sickness in tli: Villages 
of Chuttra and’ Santipore, in the Mundleghat 
District, 1 ordered the Native Doctor at’ Shoa- 
dighce to proceed to Santipore. ‘The Sich. Iuepector 
of Police informed me this evening timt cholera 
is very prevalent in the Villages of Dundecraj, 
Karose, and Dukbin Mirzapore, also in the 
Mundlozhat District. : 

If I find these reports true I shall send 
another Native Doctor into the District, 

7. Ali the Native Doctors under me wero 
ordered. to report duily if possible. As up to this 
time J have reccived no report by letter, I com- 
clude they have not been able to get them fot- 
warded. “Mr. Houghton, Acsistant Superinten- 
dent of Police, is going to issue orders i4 this 
Sub-Division, which will facilitate the trans- 
mission of these reports and -correspondenca 
generally. 

‘8. In conolusion, if I do not hear of greater 
sickness in this Division 1 sball be able. to. spare 
three Native Doctors for more: ueverely aifected 
Districts. :
